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PURPOSE:To make consideration on the rule of the kind of an unusable character, etc., unnecessary 
by performing the conversion of a file name, a function ma,e or a variable name, etc., in a program at 
the time of translating certain language to another language in case of using a device by combining 
plural computer language systems. 

CONSTITUTIONS inputted character string is separated to a unit of one character by a reading part 
3, and the recognition of the character is performed on every character by a detecting part 4, and the 
conversion, if necessary, is performed by a conversion part 5, and a character string is generated by 
coupling a converted character and an unconverted character, and it is outputted from an output device 
10. Therefore, when the character unusable in the rule of the processing system of computer language 
B is used, it is converted automatically so that the character written under the rule of the processing 
system of computer language A can be fitted in the rule of the processing system of the computer 
language B. In such a way, it is possible to make the consideration on the rule of the computer 
language processing systems unnecessary. 
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
